JUDICIARY REFORMS IN BILL 


House Passes W atkins

Thomns A. Edison, who in 187G sent 
a current of electricity through a vacu 
urn and thus proved that light was a 
form of energy, stood under a myriad 
of the latest improvements of his first 
commercial light ami told exjierts of 
the electrical world in Philadelphia of 
tile big things that are yet to tie ac­ 
complished by the harnessed lightning. 
“Seventy-five per cent of the electri­ 
cal problems are still to be worked 
out." he said. 
"For the next genera 
tion of Edlsons there are millions of 
things. 
For tills Edison I should like 
to be able to generate electricity from 
coal 
without first changing it Into 
steam. 
Hut it will take too long to 
perfect, and I am getting old. 
“Electricity will come on nil railroads 
—that is. where trall!c is congested. 
I 
remember when I told Frnnk Thomp­ 
son thirty-two years ago. when he was 
a vice president of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, that this would lie true and he 
laughed at me—yes, laughed at me­ 
nial some of the reports about my work 
at that time by the railroad men who 
ure today using electricity were the 
worst reports about anything that I 
have ever read. 
Realizing Dream of His Life. 
“I have been working upon my new 
storage battery for over five years now 
I and believe it has reached the point 
where the dream of my life to see ev 
erything in the cities electrified can be 
realized. 
Four years ago I guaranteed 
about a million dollars’ worth of these 
batteries to run for four years. 
Fully 
400,000 of these have stood that test, 
and I am ready to increase the guar 
antee.” 
Elaborating upon the process of gen­ 
erating electricity from coal, Mr. Edi­ 
son is quoted in the New York Times 
as follows: 
“It will require ten or fifteen years’ 
more work. It has taken nearly a hun­ 
dred years to reach the point we have 
now attained." 
The new met lied, it was explained, 
would ultimately eliminate boiler, en­ 
gine and dynamo in tile transform a­ 
tion of the heat produced by the burn­ 
ing of coal into electrical power. 
By 
tile present process of mu king electric­ 
ity, In which these three middle proc­ 
esses must lie used, approximately 30 
per cent of the original power is lost 
through the boiler, 70 per cent of this 
is lost through the engine, and only OO 
per cent of the engine power is finally 
converted into kilowatts. 
More than 
four-fifths of the original power Is lost 
through 
the 
intricate process, 
and 
whereas one pound of good coal should 
produce four kilowatts for an hour, or 
five and a half horsepower, only three- 
fourths of a kilowatt hour is derived 
from it 
Electrically Propelled Ocean Liners. 
When asked if it was possible to es­ 
timate the percentage of power which 
would be saved Mr. Edison said that 
that could not be done at present 
When the new process has been pro­ 
tected to tile extent that more than 20 
per cent of the coal power can be made 
use of it will be equal to the present 
process, and the equipment required 
for generating electricity will be in­ 
significant compared to the present 
equipment 
“The possibilities are boundless," he 
said 
“I can’t anticipate them. I don’t 
know much about electricity—nobody 
does. 
We know only one millionth of 
all there is to be known about it" 
A few of those who have made a 
close study of tile subject say that 
when the new process has been de­ 
veloped to a sufficient degree it will be 
possible to propel ocenn liners by elec­ 
tricity, thereby saving the present 
great waste of power necessary where 
boilers and engines are used and mak­ 
ing it possible for liners to travel with 
a much smaller tonnage of coal. 
Speaking of flying machines. Mr. Ed­ 
ison said: 
“The secret of flying is the bee. The 
body of the bee weighs seven thousand 
times as much as the wings which 
propel i t 
When we can do this then 
we will be doing something. 
The se­ 
cret of the air is that it is as rigid as 
steel for speed.”

Officially It Is the naval dag making es­ 
tablishment. 
Thousands of dags are required to 
supply the bu od r«sls of vessels, from 
battleships to launches. 
On entering 
the bag loft the visitor’s drat Impres­ 
sion Is a blaze of color. Rolls of bright 
bunting are heajied everywhere. Long 
lines of electrically driven sewing ma­ 
chines, with women operators, are reel 
lug off and putting the finishing touches 
to American and foreign ensigns of 
many different hues and sizes. In addi­ 
tion to our own flag, the navy has to 
keep a supply of every other nation in 
the world which has a coast line. 
Each battleship, cruiser, gunboat or 
scout In tile navy requires about OOO 
Anga to outfit Its flag locker properly. J 
11 un [khI up. they make n pile shoulder 
high and twenty or twenty-five feel 
long. The foreign flags. Incased in can 
vas bags, bear the name of the coun 
try J ten cl led on the end. The remain 
der, including flags for ordinary use 
signaling, etc., are wrapped without 
bags and numbered at the end. Each 
flag has its separate place in the flag 
locker. A quartermaster would be re­ 
buked severely if one became mis- i 
placed. Each ship follow’* the same or- j 
der Iii this. so that any one familiar 
with the flag locker on one ship knows 
the location of every flag on any ship. 
Uncle Sam pays about $3,500 to outfit 
each ship in the service. 
This multi 
plied by the number of ships will show j 
that flags are not an Inconsequential J 
item of naval expense. 
The foreign 
ensigns are all made twenty-Ave feet 
long and thirteen feet wide. 
They are 
used whenever an American warship 
enters a port of another nation. 
The 
flag of the visited nation is hoisted at 
the top of the foremast w’hile tile 
American ship salutes. It is also hoist 
ed when returning salutes of foreign 
vessels in American ports. 
The most showy and expensive flags 
in the lot are those of foreign nations 
although the United States has two 
flags that are close rivals, the flags of 
the president and vice president They 
require the longest time to make of 
any dags It takes one woman a moDth 
to finish each one. 
The president’s 
hag Is a blue ground with the coat of 
arms of the United States in the cen­ 
ter. 
The life sized eagle with out­ 
stretched wings and other emblems are 
all hand embroidered in silk. The silk 
used costs $!) a pound. The vice prest 
dent’s flag is the coat of arms on a 
beld of white 
Both bags are made in 
two sizes. IO by 14 feet and 3 by 5 feet 
The larger Is used on ships and the 
smaller on launches and similar craft 
The largest flag made is the United 
States ensign No. I. which Is 36 by 19 
feet. 
It costs $40. 
The bunting used in flag making is 
put to severe tests before the flag niak 
era use It One day a sample bundle is ! 
washed In soap mid water. 
The next 
day the same process Is followed with I 
salt water. 
It is then exposed to the 
weather for ten days, thirty hours of 
which must be in the bright sen. If It 
doesn’t fade In that test the govern­ 
ment experts pass I t Then two inches 
wide of the warp Is subject to a pull­ 
ing strain of sixty-five pounds.

with all those precautions a ship is al­ 
lowed a new set Qt flags every three 


years, while the signal rings and ship 
and boat ensigns in frequent use must 
be replaced every few weeks. 
One flag or pennant rather, most 
used by the navy aud least known to 
the public is the commission pennant 
It is hoisted to the masthead of every 
naval vessel when It goes into commis­ 
sion and Is never removed. 
It Is a 
long, narrow streamer, blue at the 
staff, with thirteen stars in the field, 
nrrantr**! in one line. and the flag di­ 
vided info two stripes. r**d and white, 
the red at the top. 
When ships long 
on foreign stations leave for home a 
new commission pennant Is always 
hoisted 
Usually it is one made and 
paid for bv the crew 
In some cases 
those "homeward bounders” stretch 
out .IOO feet and. made of silk, cost a 
pretty penny. 
The thousands of white stars used Id 
our own and many other ensigns are 
made by an electrically driven ma 
chine which cuts them In fifty or a 
hundred lots

The right of blockade is a belligerent 
right, according to the Digest of In­ 
ternational 
Law compiled 
by John 
Bassett Moore, former counselor of the 
state department Constitutionalists in 
Washington say the moment Huerta 
proclaimed a blockade of Tampico he 
recognized them as belligerents. 
In the famous prise cases the su­ 
preme court held that “neutrals may 
question the existence of a blockade 
and challenge the legal authority of 
the party which has undertaken to es­ 
tablish i t ” hut that “one belligerent 
engaged in actual war lias a right to 
blockade the ports of another, and 
neutrals are bound to respect that 
right” 
The blockade of the ports of the 
Confederacy under President Lincoln’s 
proclamation of April 19. 1S01, was 
held to be valid. 
A de facto blockade Is constituted 
merely by the fact of investment and 
without any necessity for a public 
notification. A public or governmental 
blockade Is one where investment is 
not 
only 
actually 
established, 
but 
where nlso a public notification is 
made to neutral powers. ’Hiis is what 
General Huerta has done. 
In tile prize cases the supreme court 
held that “blockade being a belliger­ 
ent right, any recognized belligerent 
lias the authority to exercise it, and 
the refusal to respect a blockade duly 
instituted would in effect be a denial 
to the party establishing it of the po** 
session of belligerent rights.” 
Th.* 
American government, not having rec­ 
ognized any of the acts of tile Huerta 
government na valid, may not recog 
nize his declaration of the Tampico 
blockade as valid. 
Such denial might 
Inferentially deny the possession ut 
belligerent rights to the Constitution 
aiists. 


Fam ed F or T h e ir Tattooing. 
The Maoris used to be noted for their 
tattooing, which was designed to clothe 
as well as ornament the body.

ever refused to undergo tile protract­ 
ed tortures of tattooing required at ev­ 
ery important event of his life was re­ 
garded as a person by his own consent 
foredoomed to slavery. The men were 
actually depilated in order to increase 
the surface for tattooing, while for the 
young women the operation was lim­ 
ited to the lips. whence the term "blue 
lips” applied to them by the English.

Those who are kind enough to en­ 
courage the Undertaking, are desired 
to cross Powles-Hook Ferry the Even­ 
ings before, as they most set off early. 
The Price for each Passenger is Ten 
Shillings to Prince Town, and from 
thence to Philadelphia. Ten Shillings 
more. Ferriage free: There will be but

It is interesting to nota th a t the area 
of Mexico is practlcaily as great as that 
of the United States between the Mis­ 
sissippi river and the Atlantic coast, 
the great lakes and the gulf of Mexico, 
varying in altitude from sea level to 
18,000 fe e t Its clim ate is affected by 
these elevations and by a range of 
eighteen degrees of latitude. 
Twelve 
hundred miles is the distance traversed 
in passing south from Juarez, on the 
northern boundary, to the capital, and 
900 miles more to the southeastern 
boundary. 
The gulf of Mexico and 
Caribbean sea coast line extends for 
1,700 miles, while the Pacific ocean aud 
gulf of California touch 4,000 miles of 
Mexican co ast 
Prior to 1836 Mexico, as a Spanish 
colony, and the United States covered 
approxim ately equal areas, 
but the 
Texas secession and the result of the 
Mexican w ar added nearly a million 
square miles to our territory, and the 
extent of Mexico now is less than one- 
fourth 
th at 
of 
continental 
United 
States. Mexico has still territorial ex­ 
panse equal to the aggregate of Aus- 
tria-flungary, Germany, France, G reat 
Britain and Ireland. The total aren of 
the republic, 767,000 square miles, is 
less than that of Texas, California, 
Montana, New Mexico and Arizona 
combined. 
* 
The average density of population 
of Mexico approxim ates tw enty per 
square mile, the most thickly populated 
parts, outside of the federal district, 
being the states of Tlaxeala and Mux 
leo, the form er being less than Deln 
w are In size and of about the same 
density of population and the lattei lin­ 
ing nearly as large as New Hampshire, 
but with more than tw ice the number 
of Inhabitants. 
The federal district, 
molded after the D istrict of Columbia, 
but of eight times greater area, is sur 
rounded by the state of Mexico, the 
large population of the capital. 470.000 
materially aiding In bringing the aver 
age to more than 1.200 per square mile. 
During nearly 300 years subsequent 
to the conquest by Cortes, Spain dom! 
nnted Mexico. 
A century ago a bold 
effort for freedom was started, which 
eventually resulted in the republic of 
Mexico of today. 
More than half of 
the first century of Mexican independ 
ence was abortive, one coterie after 
another coming Into tem porary power 
and a number of those acclaimed rul­ 
ers after brief regimes meeting Igno­ 
minious death at the hands of the peo­ 
ple they sought to govern. 
The form of governm ent adopted by 
Mexico follows in general that of the 
United States, having executive, Judi­ 
cial and legislative divisions. 
Each of 
the twenty-seven states is represented 
in two houses of congress, composed of 
senators and deputies. Congress holds 
two sessions each year for limited pe 
rlod8. 
Each state has its governor aud 
legislature and Is subdivided into dis­ 
tricts or counties, over each of which a 
Jefe politico is placed, the districts 
having subsidiary municipalities with 
m agistrates, 
presiding 
officials 
and 
councils. 
The so called autocratic fea- 
ture of the government may be largely 
due to the fact th at governors hold of­ 
fice with approval of the president 
th at Jefe politicos have sim ilar rela 
dons w ith the governors and th at the 
officers of the municipalities are gener­ 
ally controlled by the Jefe politicos. 
The church and state are independ­ 
ent, and congress cannot pass laws 
prohibiting or esta bushing sox

Foreign Theory Is That Only Small 
Part of Officers Need Technical and 
Scientific Schooling, W hereas A m er­ 
ican Idea Is to Fit an Officer For a 
Higher Post at a Moment's Notice. 


How Uncle Sam keeps the officers 
and men in his army up to the top 
uotch of efficiency is told in a special 
report on "Educational Systems In the 
American Army” in the annual report 
of the commissioner of education 
The 
statement was prepare I by Captain 
Douglas MacArthur 
“No country In the world has as 
complete 
a 
system 
of 
professional 
scholastic training for Its officers as 
the United States,” declares Captain 
MacArthur. 
“This Is due to the in­ 
herent difference between tile military 
establishments or foreign nations and 
that of our own 
Their armies are at 
all times kept upon a war footing, as 
a result of which they have ample op­ 
portunity for the perfect training of 
the personnel in the practical duties of 
the military profession. 
“In such an army the main object is 
to train every man for the efficient 
performance of his duties in the grade 
which he holds when war comes 
A 
lieutenant does not dream of becoming 
a captain merely as the result or war 
except as a vacancy is made for him in 
the casualties of battle. 
Only iii the , 
same way does a captain expect to be- j 
come a colonel; nor would the Idea tie 1 
tolerated that great numbers of trained 
line officers are to be suddenly trans­ 
ferred to various staff positions 


Take Mystery From War. 
“Their 
organizations 
are 
founded 
upon the theory that there is nothing 
j mysterious in the art of war, that tech­ 
nical and scientific training is needed 
by only a small portion of military 
officers and that certain things which 
a Napoleon must know every officer 
must know and can as readily acquire 
as he. while those things which differ­ 
entiate a Napoleon from other generals 
cannot be acquired in any school, not 
even In that of war. 
"Such a system would be thoroughly 
unsound if transplanted to the Amer­ 
ican army, the organization of which 
is quite different from continental ar­ 
mies In fact, tile most striking feature 
in our service Is the absence of what 
constitutes the very essence of the for­ 
eign establishm ents—that Is, a great 
standing army serving in corps, divi­ 
sions and brigades, in which the aver­ 
age officer of any grade learns the de­ 
tails of his profession by practical 
work and the minimum of theory. 
"Our system of military education 
must therefore differ from that of the 
other great nations of the world. 
It 
must he such as to educate our officers 
so that they will be able at a moment’s 
notice when the war expansion comes 
to perform the duties of far advanced 
grades and to render service in branch­ 
es of the army, both line and staff. In 
which they are not commissioned Iii 
time of peace. 
For this reason we 
have established a progressive system 
of schools designed to teach officers 
and men, limited only by their indi­ 
vidual capacities for its assimilation, 
the duty of the man in arms in ail 
grades from lowest to highest.

"The military educational system of 
the United States comprises: The Mili­ 
tary academy at W est Point for the
